Can continu- 
ance of misdeeds with absolute disregard to the 


Scout Promise till one’s life’s end, still be true of 
the statement, ‘Once a Scout, always a Scout’? 


Godliness is cleanliness, of thought, word and 
deed. Good Brothers and Sisters in this wonderful 
Bharat Scouts & Guides, I just wish that we are 
blessed always to be in good company, always talk 
of good people, always hear of good people and 
always go any distance to see good people.

19th WORLD SCOUTS CONFERENCE 


[His Royal Highness the Crown Prince, the Chief Scout of Greece, 
opened the 19th World Scouts Conference, on 13th August 1963, 
in Rhodes, with the following Address. Ed.]

I FEEL ‘greatly honoured to have been asked to be the - 

_ President of Honour, of the 19th Boy Scouts World Conference. 

We are delighted and consider it a privilege for our country 

that Rhodes has, by unanimous decision, been selected as the 
seat of this Conference. | 


The General Assembly of delegates of all Scout Associations 
has, as its main theme ‘‘Scouting for Boys Today’’. Following 
so closely on the World Jamboree, I feel certain that we can 
draw inspiration directly from it. ‘There we practised world 
co-operation for the achievement of acommon task. We experi- - 
mented on new programme-ideas for boys, I have been most 
impressed by the Jamboree. For the first time in my life, I 
‘saw representatives of 89 nations, living happily together, united 
by the Scouting ideals. I am sure that World Scouting has | 
8 made an important contribution towards the fulfilment of the 
ideal of brotherhood amongst nations, yet I believe that, — 
while we have been successful, on the international field, we 
are beginning to fail at home. 


I have often discussed this problem with my father. Both 
of us believe that the reason of failure may be found in the lack 
of challenge. My father often spoke to me of the 
magnificent behaviour of our Boy Scouts, during the dreadful 
guerilla war this country has experienced. Too young to hold 
a gun, our boys never shirked in the face of danger and were . 
often first to help and comfort, when a village was destroyed, 
or a community looted and their children abducted. Here in 
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Greece, and I believe in other countries, unselfish service by the 


Boy Scouts was unfortunately offered, only too often under fire, 


or during disaster. The Flag of the Boy Scouts of Greece 
carries two military decorations for valour. 


Today, the Boy Scout Movement, in this country, has 
exactly the same problem with the older boy. 


Whereas the games and excursions are very satisfactory 
for the small boys, this is no longer interesting for boys 
over 15. 


I believe that we can benefit from our experience. 
Most boys, over 150, are capable of successfully facing great 
danger and, what is more, they like it and, therefore, look 
for it. We see the disastrous. phenomenon of teddyboyism, 
gang—war and juvenile delinquency. They all constitute a 
negative manifestation of the boy’s wish to prove himself in 
danger. I trust that we can steer this wish, with a suceesful 
purpose. Our programme must be readjusted. 


I propose the formation of special rescue crews. These 
would include the manning of fire-engines. the establish- 
ment of life-s:ving services, flood-prevention and rescue units, 
mountain rescue and earthquake relief units. These services 


should be, on a 24-hour basis, each boy being liable to be | 


summoned at short notice, by telephone, to offer his services. 
For working boys, arrangements will have to be made with 
their employers, to allow the boys to take up their duties, 
in case of an emergency. But these are details that have 
to be worked out by each nation Pan cu Any, and accord- 
ing to the local conditions. 


These services could be called: ‘‘Rescue Units’. IT feel 
such. a work would psychologically attract the boy, offer a 
challenge to his sense of adventure and help us guide him 


towards unselfish service. ‘This is, after all, what all of us. 


believe to be the aim of Scouting. 
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More details on practical activities and how Scouting can 
include them, in its programme, you will hear from expert 
speakers, during the first few days of the Conference. I 
hope that all of you will contribute to the solution of this 
problem. I only wish to stress that, unless we find a num- 

_ber of answers now, and unless we start immediately experi- 
penting with the suggestions put forward, during this Con- 
erence, we may find ourselves with an outdated Movement, 
without appeal to the order boy, for whom we, more than 
anyone else, are responsible. 


Scouting. has “prayed its worth, for well over half a_ 
century. The geniusof the Founder has provided boys of 
all classes, races and creeds with a game that every day 
draws more and more of them to our ranks. Let us..not 
disappoint them by failing to keep to the standards of “to- 
day. The spirit of the Founder has guided us all these years 
to “Scout Higher and Wider’. Let the same spirit guide all 
our efforts. We must find better and more effective work 
of service for the boy, for whom you and so many others 
have dedicated such a considerable part of your lives. 


With the wish to you all for a happy, enjoyable and 
constructive stay in Rhodes, I declare the 19th Boy Scouts 
@ Word Conference open. 


11th WORLD JAMBOREE 


(An article by Mr. John Thurman, O.B.E., J.P., Camp 
Chief, ,Gilwell Park, reproduced from ‘The Athens Daily 
Post’’.) 


I suppose unthinking people imagine that all that is 
necessary for a Jamboree is tO choose the site, fix the dates 
and send out the invitation. But a Jamboree in the world of 
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today is not just a Scout camp. It requires a great deal of 
planning and organization, which is a many-sided affair and, 
for the host country, a tremendous responsibility to make sure 
that those who come from other lands will have a truly 
memorable experience and that everything reasonable will be 
done for their comfort and their wellbeing. 


I have been privileged to see the organization in action © 
and I must say, I’m most impressed: first by the enthusiasm 
of those who have the task of making the preparations, 
inspired as they are by the tremendous interest and helpful 
advice stemming from their Chief Scout, the young Crown 
Prince of Greece, who will personally open and close the 
Jamboree and will be at the camp with us practically 
throughout. Secondly, by the sheer quantity of work that 
they are undertaking. Thirdly by the wonderful support that 
is being given to the Jamboree by the Royal Family, by the 
Government and by the Services. Fourthly, by the thorough- 
ness with which every aspect. of the Jamboree is being 
considered, and perhaps ina very special way I am impressed 
by the way in which Greek Scouting obviously wants the 
whole world to share not only in the enjoyment of the 
Jamboree but in its planning. 


In fact, so far as I can see, everything has been thought C; 
through with a degree of imagination and areal concern for 
the spread of understanding amongst the nations of the 
world.

And allthis is being achieved by a country where the 
Scout movement in point of numbers is not very large, 
where the amount of full-time professional help is minimal 
and where, therefore, a team of enthusiastic, quietly confident 
volunteers have undertaken this immense task not for personal 
gain or glory but because they believe this is something 
that should be done for world Scouting.

EXTRACT FROM THE ADDRESS OF 


Mr. JOHN THURMAN 


Camp Chief of the International Training Centre, 
Gilwell Park 


e at the 3rd Far East Shiett Conterence on 
sa, December 7, 1962 


‘There are easier ways of teaching boys than the methods 
‘Scouting uses, but there is nothing in my estimation that 
develops this quality of friendship, courtesy, enthusiasm 
and happiness quite so forcibly or quite effectively. And 
I, for my part, want no boy in scouting unless of his own 
free will he wishes to be a Scout. That I think is very 

important to remember, simply because, if he comes in 
under duress, if he is forced to join us then I _ know, 
having seen it happen, that he will not benefit from being 
a scout. In fact, the reverse may happen and because he 
resents his membership he may turn sour and become not 
a good citizen but a bad one. And so I would say that our 
aim must be to make scouting available to every boy who 
wants it and in the process obviously adapt and consider 
.) the programme of scouting to make it have an ever wider 
appeal to the youth of our country. Now, these years that ° 
we are living in and the one in the immediate future are 
clearly years of challenge, challenge to see if the things we 
believe in, the qualities set out in the scout promise are 
capable of being given and received in such quantity that 
we shall truly become what our Chairman indicated to us 
this morning, a United Nations in short pants. But I would 
hope arather better edition of the United Nations witha 
greater capacity for agreement and a little less use of the 
veto. I believe, our progress must be ordered and, needed, 
in some measure controlled, and not coming in waves, or as I 
would put it, not a mushroom development that suddenly 
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appears and equally suddenly can disintegrate. For this 
ordered progress as I see it, we need these things-first and 
foremost, leaders, for there isno hope of successful Scouting 
without the right type of men and women to lead our Scouts 


and Cubs. 


I need basically a sound material to work on. Anyone 


concerned with training must have a reasonable chance of 


success. So I would commend to your thinking the quality 
of the recruitment and leadership you seek to secure. And 
then I think we need for this ordered expansion and effort 
to make the general public more aware of what we are'trying 
to do, and of what we need from them, the public, in 
order to do it. |

‘Essential Values?

(Continued from previous issue) 


The religion of love was the special gift of the Lord 
Jesus to the world. He was there, as he said himself, not 
to destroy the law and the prophets but to revive them, 
to deepen them. He used parable after parable to illus- 
trate what he meant by the phrase ‘‘the Kingdom of God’’. 
He presented the Kingdom as something within the reach of 
all men who accept the rule of God and live in loyal 
relation with one another. Said Jesus: ‘‘Love the Lord 
your God with all your heart and with all your strength 
and love your neighbour as yourself. In thisis summed 
up all the law and the prophets’. ‘Do unto others as 
you would that they should do unto you”. The doctrine 
of ‘fan eye for an eye, tooth for a tooth” was replaced by the 
code of non-violence. The victory over one’s enemies had 
to be won through love. Man was told to bear with his 
persecutors and tormentors without retaliation. When a rich 
man asked Jesus as to what more he could do to obtain 
eternal life than what he was already doing through a 
meticulous observance of the Mosaic Law, he was asked 
‘‘to bestow all his goods to the poor’’ and follow Jesus. 
He was unable to do this and went away sorrowful <‘for 
he had great possessions’. Again we were told not to lay 
up for ourselves ‘‘treasures on earth where moth and rust 
do corrupt’’ but to build up our treasure in heaven so that 
it may be of lasting value. The straight and narrow way which 
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Jesus asked the people to tread was not easy and Truth 
is always hard to bear. No wonder that he had to pay the 
supreme Sacrifice. But that was of course the hour of his 
greatest triumph. 


It will be apparent from the picture I have iried to 
put before you that throughout the ages ail righteous thou- 
ght, from whichever clime it has come, has stressed that 
the real values in life are those which are moral and 
spiritual. However much forms of worship may differ, all 
philosophy and _ all _ religions have tried to show 
the way whereby man may find God and all have agreed, 
as Thoreau so lLeautifully put it, that “Sin accumulating 
property for ourselves or our posterity, in founding a family 
or a state, or acquiring fame even, we are mortal; but in 
dealing with truth we are immortal and need fear no change 
nor accident’. True there have also been those who 
have held and hold today that there is no God but their follow- 
ing has never been so large because, in one way or another, 
man’s knowledge and understanding do not go far enough 
to enable him to stand alone. He knows he is incémplete 
and needs an anchor for his soul for the unseen and the 
unknown are always there to perplex. It is therefore all the 
more a deep tragedy that religions instead of uniting man to 
man have time and again divided even to the éxtent of 
war. But this, however sorrowful to contemplate, cannot by 
any stretch of imagination mean that the way of life shown 
by all the saints and sages is wrong. ‘The failure is only 
indicative of the weakness of human nature and the hard- 
ness of the straight and narrow way. Hundreds and thousands 
have, however, followed and continue to follow it and their 
lives are a source of eternal inspiration to us. 


It is interesting to note that the age in any country 
which produces great thinkers has also an enormous bearing 
on the art and literature of that period. Music, painting, 
sculpture, poetry and prose and handicrafts are reflective

of how the composer, the artist, the sculptor, the poet, 
the writer and the craftsman all react to the world 
around them and the foundations of the culture of a nation 
are built on the excellence of the produce in these 
spheres. Connoisseurs are able at first sight to date the 
painting, the sculpture or the handicraft and what a joy it is 
to all of us to see beauty in our museums and art galleries and 
look on treasures which are invaluable and which we love to 
preserve. And do not all of us like to look upon these 
beauteous gems not from the point of value in money but 
because their loveliness uplifts both mind and soul? And this 
is as it should be for he is no true artist, sculptor, craftsman 
or author who does not through his art try to portray 
what is bestin man and nature and the truth as he sees it. 


We live in a very different world from our ancestors. No 
longer have builders and_ sculptors the time to build 
and decorate the wonderful churches, mosques and temples that 
are an adornment in both East and West and were of course 
one form of worship of the Almighty. Nor could an artist 
today spare the time to paint as did the great painters of the 
Renaissance. ‘This is a scientific age, and age of big industry 
through the machine, an age of speed, an age when staggering 
discoveries are being made, <n age of dynamic progress in 
many spheres and, with our increased knowledge, an age of 
dynamic change too. The geographical barriers that once 
divided one country from the other have vanished, Distances 
do not count and even outer space has been entered. No nation 
can live any longer in isolation and yet in spite of all these 
achievements and all the scientific knowledge that we possess, 
we do not seem to be able to live at peace with each other. 
Ages ago the wise King had said that ‘‘the fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom’’ but man today is possessed by fear 
of his fellow-man. War does not break out not because we 
have discarded war as an evil but because we are afraid that in 
the event of such outbreak the entire world willbe destroyed. 
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And this is: because we still believe in armed might as being the 
final-arbiter. Only those nations who are in possession of all 
the terrible weapons of destruction seem tocount and all pleas 
to them from the less strong nations to cease from carrying out 
even nuclear tests are of little avail. 


_ Truly fear is man’s worst enemy. How can it be overcome? 
Where and why have we gone wrong are the questions. we all 
have to ask ourselves today and:again what can we do to put 
ourselves on the right path? Itisin away good that we are 
frightened of nuclear war for fear has made those nations who 
possess these weapons to come together and discuss the problem. 
But an evil has to be saunned primarily because. it is an evil. and 
the means employed to check or eradicate it cannot be evil 
either. ‘Therefore every nation has to.abjure war of any kind, 
not only, nuclear war, because all violent action is an evil out of 
which no good can ever come. 


Apart from the fear of war that clouds our skies today, 
there is the falling in moral standards that must also cause us 
deep concern. A wrong appraisement of sex which is purely a 
physiological distinction is leading our youth astray. Dancing 
which should portray grace and rhythm now portrays the 
opposite. Sculpture and art no longer truthfully depict the 
human body or nature. Young girls willingly enter into beauty 
competitions. Do we or they pause to consider for even one 
moment that paysical beauty will wither or decay with the 
passage of time and that the only beauty that lasts is the beauty 
of character ? Can we wonder that juvenile delinquency.and sex 
crimes are everywhere on the increase? And is not all this 
moral deterioration due to the fact that we no longer value the 
things which are of real worth ? 


Friends, your movement is a great and good one. A Girl 
Guide makes a threefold Promise: todo her best to fulfil her 
duty to God and the Head of the State, to help other people at 
all times and to obey the Guide Law. I understand there are 
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ten laws the aim of which is to build up the character of its 


members from their earliest years. Being a world movement 
it also rises above all those horrid barriers of caste, colour and 
creed which continue to mar our life even today, You have 
indeed a great part to play in society. I believe that a very 
great moral responsibility lies on us women if we want to make 
the world a better place. As mothers it is we who can inculcate 
in the minds and hearts of our children from their infant years 
love and reverence for whatever is true and honest and pure 
and lovely in life. As wives and sisters we can set a high 
standard of morality in both home and society and our honour 
can be safe only if our own hearts are pure. The world today 
hungers for love and who more than women can shed the 
radiance of love everywhere ? It is only through love that the 
fear in the world can be eliminated. It is only through love 
that we can uplift ourselves to humanity, a humanity that in 
many lands today is hungry, poor and illiterate. Only in 


seeking to serve thus will we be able to find the essential values 
of life. 


In conclusion may I read to you the credo of Gandhi 
who as seeker after Truth was a true servant of humanity. 
He writes thus :- 

“I have been asked to answer the following three ques- 
tions :— 


1) What is your Religion ? 
2) How are you led to it ? 


3) What is its bearing on social life ? 


My religion is Hinduism which, for me, is Religion of Huma- 
nity and includes the best of all the religions known to me. 


I am being led to my religion through Truth and Non- 
violence. i. e. love in the broadest sense. I often describe 
my religion as Religion of Truth, Of late, instead of ‘saying 
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God is Truth I have been saying Truth is God, in order 
more fully to define my Religion. I used at one time to 
know by heart the thousand names of God which a booklet 
in Hinduism gives in verse form and. which perhaps tens 
of thousands recite every morning. But nowadays nothing so 
completely describes my God as Truth. Denial of God we 
have known. Denial of Truth we have not known. The 
most ignorant among mankind have some truth in them. We 
are all sparks of Truth. The sum total of these sparks is 
indescribable, as-yet-Unknown Truth, which is God. I am 
being daily led nearer to It by constant prayer. 


- The bearing of this religion on social life is, or has to 
be, seen in one’s daily contact. To be true to such religion 
one has to lose oneself in continuous and continuing service 
of all life. Hence, for me, there is no escape from social 
service, there is no happiness on earth beyond or apart from 
It. Social service here must be taken to include every depart-— 
ment of life. In this scheme there is nothing low, nothing 
high. For all is one though we seem to be many”’. 


May we not all try to emulate his example? We _ stand 
rightly for freedom from all that causes pain and ‘suffering 
and above all for the freedom of the human spirit. To 
attain such freedom the divine spark of Truth within us 
must burn as a bright flame so that in due course we may 
reap ‘the harvest of the spirit which is love, joy, peace, 
patience, kindness, goodness, fidelity, gentleness and _ self- 


control’’.
